Subjects—Takes Issues With Twi­ 
light Club Papers—Damage Suits 
Message in Full. 
Mayor Tboroughgood read his an­ 
nual message to the council, aud on 
motion of Ald. Carpenter it was re­ 
ceived and placed on file. 
Following is the message in full: 
To the honorable, the common coun­ 
cil. 
G e n t l e m e n : 
I t being customary 
at the inauguration of a new city 
council the mayor should address the 
members thereof, and, knowing our 
citizens (especially the tax payers) 
are expecting a review of the actions 
of the old council which should con­ 
tain a statement of the finances as 
they stand April 1st, just past, it is 
very satisfactory to the mayor and 
ought to be to the tax payers to know 
the finances are in a more healthy 
condition than a year ago. 
The ward funds show respectable 
balances except the Third and Fourth, 
and I am hopeful the aldermen of 
those wards will exercise judgment 
the coming year and create more sat- 


sorrow. 
We are told of the improved 
condition of trade. 
This is true in 
some branches but Janesville does 
not feel the improvement in any tan­ 
gible form. 
Ask your builders and 
look at your unoccupied flats and 
houses. 
I tell you, members of the 
council, until our labor is employed 
and the times justifies it, you cannot 
afford to take hold of anything of any 
magnitude that will tend to raise lo­ 
cal taxes, which is the case with state 
and county tax. 
The question was asked at the ban­ 
quet, was the amount expended on 
our streets spent in a business-like 
manner? I say perhaps not, espec­ 
ially that pertaining to keeping ac­ 
curate account of what street such 
and such work was done, what the 
character of it was, and what it cost.

first result of their efforts is to in 
crease the expenses. 
Our wards and various other de­ 
partments are continually asking for 
an increased appropriation, conse­ 
quently more money must be raised 
to meet it. 
Now, gentlemen, you are placed 
here as directors for the corporation 
of Janesville, to keep down the ex­ 
penses and to impartially proportion 
to each departm ent, what you think 
it deserves, and you must not be led 
estray by enthusiastic persons who 
look only on one side of the subject. 
It is much easier to grant or par­ 
tially grant the demands of each 
than to take a firm and manly stand 
and announce to them that thus far 
they can go and no further in their 
raid upon the treasury. 
I know you have the stamina and 
trust you will exercise the judgment 
to see that our taxes are not increased 
and that all money appropriated is 
wisely and prudently expended. 
Much complaint has been made in 
reference to work done on our streets 
and I think improvement can be 
made in that line and I call your 
especial attention to this department. 
I know that if you give it proper at­ 
tention, improvement can be made, 
both in doing thq actual work on the 
streets and in the manner .of keeping 
the accounts. 
In reply to circular letters sent out 
to incorporated cities in Wisconsin 
there has been received seventy-one 
answers. 
Out of this number returns 
show thirty localities where no ac 
tion has been brought in the past five 
years, and forty-one localities where 
actions have been brought and many 
are now pending. 
No replies have 
been received from fifty-six letters 
sent out, and these places include, 
with smaller towns, twenty of the 
largest cities in Wisconsin. 
When 
returns from these cities are received 
it is fair to presume that they will 
much more than double the number 
of cases in those towns and cities 
that have already reported. 
These 
places will be asked again for their 
statements and will be reported to the 
council later. 
In the forty-one localities that have 
reported there has been brought in 
the past five years one hundred and 
sixty-three actions, calling for dam­ 
ages to the amount of $654,815.00. 
I When you add to this the expenses 
incident th the trial you get an enor­ 
mous total, and you must add to that 
again the expense to the public of 
running the courts for the trial of 
each case. 
This last item of expense 
would not, in my judgment, fall short 
of $75,000.00, to say nothing of the 
expense of trials that are borne by 
the communities against which ac­ 
tions are brought. 
In the replies I 
have received, out of the one hundred 
and sixty-three claimants for dam­ 
ages, five of them are reported as be­ 
ing of fair financial standing, and 
one hundred and fifty-eight are re­ 
ported as either worthless in all re­ 
spects or are financially irresponsible, 
and from whom costs of trial could 
not be collected.

much as Janesville. The $10,000 be­ 
sides costs that Janesville paid in the 
notorious Grundy suit has no parallel, 
the latter suit, in my judgment, be­ 
ing the nest egg that set the ball a 
rolling so lively in Janesville since 
that time. 
From that fact that almost with­ 
out exception these claims are made 
by irresponsible parties the conclu­ 
sion is irresistible that the great ma­ 
jority of them are purely speculative, 
and are worked up by the attorneys, 
bringing them for their share of the 
spoils. I stand responsible for this 
statement and believe I am right. 
It is an amazing thing that so few 
persons from whom a judgment for 
costs could be collected by legal pro­ 
cess are ever injured upon the public 


several parties who are running sa­ 
loons and are constantly ignoring the 
city ordinances. The time to cull 
those out will be when application is 
made for renewal for permit to sell. 
STREETS AND BRIDGES. 
I do not think it necessary to take 
your time commenting on street im­ 
provement. There seems a desire in 
the council to improve the streets in 
a more substantial manner than here­ 
tofore. 
The council comes in for a great 
amount of complaints, and hope the 
expenditure in this department will 
result in more substantial improve­ 
ments without the outlay of more 
money. I am free to say I have oc­ 
casion to visit many cities in Wiscon­ 
sin and find Janesville streets in far 
better condition than the majority of 
other towns. When I see the condi­ 
tion of their sidewalks I am aston­ 
ished to know why Janesville should 
have so many people falling down. 
With some exceptions our 
main 
highway, and it is equally amazing I streets are superior in many ways and 
that such claimed injuries are almost j 
outlying districts we have bet- 
invariably sustained by persons who 
have nothing to lose—no property- 
and as a large majority of my answers 
to my inquiries say, no reputation at 
stake. These so called injuries are 
getting to be unbearable, and the rea­ 
son for my action in sending circu­ 
lars to other towns is for the purpose 
of getting some data with an aim to 
a concerted action in the legislature, 
to at least give a city some show in 
these so called damage cases, which, 
as the law now stands, we have not; 
at least it has appeared so in Janes­ 
ville. It is surprising to me how 
readily these cases are taken up by 
attorneys, an honorable profession as 
we know the law to be, in my judg­ 
ment would be cause for their letting 
many of these flimsy and shallow 
suits alone. I am told, and from 
sources I have every reason to believe, 
that some of our attorneys have gone 
bunting these cases even before a doc­ 
tor has been called for examination, f 
Before closing on this matter I 
want it understood, not as mayor of 
this city, but as a property owner 
who has to pay a fair share of taxes, 
I am thoroughly at war against these 
damage suits, and will promise our 
citizens and property owners that 
every sidewalk to repair and every 
new one ordered to go down by this 
council will go down on time. There 
will be no shirking or any delay in 
the work being done. 
SCHOOLS, 
Our schools have made the usual 
progress during the past year. • The 
interest of our citizens in all depart­ 
ments of school work is on the in­ 
crease and a proper pride in our pub­ 
lic schools is taking the place of in­ 
difference. Our school board 
has 
been wise and conservative in its ex­ 
penditures of the public funds. 
Un­ 
doubtedly the same spirit will actu­ 
ate the board in its policy during the 
coming year. There is no expendi­ 
ture of public funds that our citizens 
regard with less objection than that 
for the support of schools. 
If the 
money be wisely used there is no ex­ 
penditure that yields a better return 
to the city. With this sentiment 
present it is proper to exercise the 
greatest care that the best results be 
obtained. Proper, healthful accom­ 
modations should be provided, the 
best equipments 
for 
illustrations 
should be furnished, and, most im­ 
portant of all, only the best teachers 
that it is possible to obtain with the 
funds provided should be placed as in­ 
structors in the various departments. 
That our schools may go forward 
ana carry out their high mission in

ter sidewalks and more of them, yet, 
for all this, more people are trying to 
beat the city on the flimsiest pre­ 
tense.

the effects. 
It is supposed the poison 
was caused from the baking powder 
used in making the dumplings. 
Tbe 
wife probably added a larger quantity 
than she usually did, which in the 
greater quantity proved a noxious poi­ 
son. 
The baking powder used was 
branded * * * 
manufactured by 
the * * * * * * 
This should 
be a warning in using cheap baking 
powders, which flood 
the country. 
People boy them because they are 
cheap, and the merchant buts them 
because he can sell them for a profit, 
n many stores one can ot purchase 
a standard brand. 
You have to pui- 
chase the cheap stuff or do without. 
We are of the opinion that most of the 
prize baking powders belong to this 
class.” 
The above makes plain the caution 
that is necessary to use in adopting 
new taking powders that ave in t in 
the house es samples, or offered by 
grocers simply because 
they are 
cheaper than well known 
brands. 
Burnt alums or phosphates we are as­ 
sured will be found in nearly every 
brand selling from 20 to 30 oents, 
whereas a first class powder is usually 
sold in stores for about 45 coots p r 
pound. 
Some of the powders that are 
peddled from house to house at thirty 
pants pet pound, are said to be ma^e 
of elum, although they print mislead­ 
ing notices on tho r labels affectiog 
the public to believe that they are 
made of cream of tartar or some harm­ 
less ingredient. 
Why people in order to save only a 
few pennies on a pound can of baking 
powder which may last for months in 
ordinary f sally use, will take up with 
every scheme that comes along, or 
comply with the request of every one 
who asks them to try some new poi­ 
son, is one of the things that people of 
common sense cannot understand.

by figures the amount of work this 
department has done the past year. 
It is also pleasant to know the rela­ 
tions between the tire police and the 
fire department are cordial. 
Both 
companies have but one object, that 
of saving life and property. 
I find 
the fire police have made during 1897 
seventy-eight runs, 56 fire and 22 am­ 
bulance. 
There were 36 fires.

these 7 were extinguished with chem­ 
icals, no water being used. 
As above 
stated, 22 ambulance runs were made 
to different parts of the city and per­ 
sons carried to their homes or hospi­ 
tals. 
The company number 19 men, 
one vacancy, their terms of service 
ranging from I to 26 years, our citi­ 
zen, B. F. Crossett, heading the list 
for service, and a number from ten 
years upwards. 
I am pleased to 
speak of the fire patrol.
